Oth- 
erwise, says Hsi'shey, it may be necessary 
to call up the currently draft-proof veterans 
to come anywhere near the three-million 
mark.

And 
Selective Service figures it will have to 
squeeze that number out of the 800,000 
ellglbi.es who turn eighteen each year, 


Nobody has been doing any talking about 


But nobody has been doing any 
talking in recent months, either, of Univer- 
sal Military Training. 


In mid-August, U.M.T. proposals seemed

LICENSING PAKMERS 


A license system tor farmers in Great 


Britain |x advocated by Professor H. D. Kay, 
addressing the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science., He thinks that 
farmers should have a certificate of compe- 
tence, obtainable by two years' training at 
an agricultural school, followed by two 
years of practical work.

tlnets received 0.5 Gm, in divided doses twice daily. 
This was reduced to 0,3 Gm, once daily for all 
children. Sixteen of the 25 patients were given the 
drug for 120 days; 9 were treated for,60 days, 
The streptomycin lessened or counteracted the 


toxic (poisonous) action of tuberculosis, Improve- 
ment was noted within a tew days after treatment 
began. The X-ray findings rapidly improved; sputum 
became negative In 89 per cent of cases within four 
to flve months, The hospital stay was uniformly re- 
dtjced from two to three years to six t& eight 
months. From two to three years to six-or eight 
months is a great reduction in hospital stay.
